Brown, chief clerk of the state department, 
who was sent to.receive the queen by Secre- 
tary Bayard; Consul-General Allen and the 
Hawaiian minister, H. A. P. Carter. After 
the gang plank of the Servia was lowered to 
the deck ofthe Grant, the queen, escorted by 
General J. O. Dominis; Princess Lillioukalini, 
escorted by General C. P. Saukea, and Colone! 
J. P. Boyd and four servants, were taken on 
board. The revenue cutter’s head was 
then pointed up the bay. Just as 
her stern cleared the big prow 
of the Servia, acannon salute was fired from the 
Grant’s deck. The fiags of the Servia were 
dipped three times in response. When abreast 
of Kobbin’s Reef lighthouse the Hawaiian flag 
was hoisted to the foremast head of the revye- 
nue cutter, while to the mizzen gaff the colors 
of tle secretary of siate were elevated. <A 
great crowd gathered on the battery sea wall, 
in hope of seeing the queen landed there, but 
they were disappointed, as the Grant continued 
up North river, turning and anchoring when 
she reached a point ahead of the Standard Oil 
Works docks at Weehawken.

the bastern district of Brooklyn and was known 
as the ‘‘Creseent yacht club.” It was a nomi- 
nal Organization, simply for the purposes of a 
chowder party or piente, -and in the depth of 
grief and horror that the accident has plunged 
iis members, they are scarcely able to tell the 
particulars of the make-up of their own party. 
A number of invited guests, known only to 
persons who extended invitations and not to 
others, inakes it impessible, even yet, to give 
& list of passengers of the ill-fated yacht. he 
best advices estimate the whole load at thirty- 
seven, gud'the nuuiber of those saved is only 
ten.

There are others missing and undoubtedly 
drowned, but-as some of the peopye of the 
chowder party returned to Williamsburg last 
night, their names could not be ascertained at 
Canarsie. The survivors and others of the 
club who were on other boats, still cling to 
hope and speak of thé absent as missing, but 
Canarsie boatmen have no doubt that all are 
lost. There isno room for the belief that any 
rescues were made beyond those accomplished 
by the heroic work of the colored sailor, Rob- 
inson. They were the women and children 
brought ashore by the tug, Edith Dean, Cap- 
tain Rehde. 

Descriptions of the accident and the cireum- 
stances of the rescues are told alike by the 
crew and passengers of the Dean and those of 
ihe sloop Chistina, which was sailing almost 
in company with the Mystery. The Mystery 
was rounding the point of the bar into Yankee 
channej, and was well off, soasto have a depth 
of fully forty fect of water -under her keel. 
The supposition that she may have taken 
cround with her center board is thus disposed 
of. The captain of the Dean is very positive 
on this point, although the prevalent belief on 
shore on Sunday night gave this as the cause 
of the mishap. The aecident was, therefore, 
the result entirely of a puff of wind that 
struck the full-sailed yacht at this critical 
point. She had just come about, and did not 
have enough headway to come up to herself, 
and the crowded condition of her decks pre- 
vented the loosing of jib sheets or the lower- 
ing of her head sail in time to avert the dis- 
aster.

WRECK OF THE MERRIMAC, 
utregeous Cenduct of the Crew—Narrow 
Escape From Drowing. 

HAnirax, N.&., July 11.—The story of the 
wreck of the steamer Merrimac, as told by 
several passengers who arrived here tonight, 
is one of the most remarkable in the history of 
marine disasters. <All the people on the 
steamer escaped a terrible fate, after being 
driven ashore on acicar and cloudless night, 
with the moon and stars shining brightly, but 
accerding to their own assertions their baggage 
was rifled anda number of valuable articles 
stolen. while the owners ‘were on the deck of 
the Sea King to save their lives. 
Passengers declare it as their conviction 

hat these *depredations were committed by 
members of the crew, who immediately after 
the ship struck,secured a considerable quantity 
of liquer, became drunk, and created disgraee- 
ful djsturbances, The facts connected with 
the disaster are rélated as follows: 

Nearly all the passengers were sound asleep, 
when suddenly, about 12:50 o’clock, Saturday 
night, they were awakened by half dozen 
shrill whistles,followed immediately by several 
heavy shocks and tearing, grinding sounds, as 
though the steamer was forcing her way 
over a reeky bottom. Captain Crowell, 
the ‘pilot and two officers, were 
on deck when the steamer struck, 
and so far as learned, conlds give no 
satisfactory reason why they were so close to 
the coast. The steamer was going at full 
speed, and she forced her way over the rocks 
for fully five minutes. By time she came to 
Stop, all aboard were out of their berths: 
wemen and children being huddled together in 
the cabin. Indescribable confusion and ex- 
citement prevailed, but the efforts of a few 
men succeeded in restoring partial calmness, 
and the work of launching the boats was com- 
menced. Most of ‘the men managed to get 
their clothes on, but women and. childeren 
were too excited to dress themselves, 
and when they were taken from 
the steamer, nearly ali were only half-elad. Jt 
was while this seene was being enacted that 
the pillaging of the passengers’ baggage took 
place. The state rooms were entered, valisés 
were torn or ripped open, and any goods of 
value were removed. Jewelry, clothing and 
other articles disappeared, and when their 
owners, after aseertaining that the vessel 
would not go down at once, went to ‘their 
rooms tosecure their property, they found it 
strewn on the floor with the most valuable por- 
tion gone. One passenger stated that he lost 
abopt $5,000 worth in this way, while nume- 
rous ether passengers tell-similar stories. At 
the same time a number of the crew became 
suddenly drunk and got into a dispute, which 
ended only when they were compelled to 
abaridon the steamer in a boat, which had 
heen launched by the aid of other hands. 
Eventually everybody was safely removed 
from the vessel. Women and children, num- 
bering about sixty, were put together in four 
boats, wlrile the male passengers and crew 
were put in ibree other boats and two life 
rafts. While assisting in launching a boat

The four boats in whieh they had been placed 
started for the mainland in charge-of the 
chief officer and they were all landed carly: in 
the morning at Cathcrine river,where they are 
now being cared for. After daylight the men 
landed on the island, but not without consider- 
able diffeulty and danger, 

Yesterday half a dozen men including the 
Merrimack’s purser, were transferred to the 
wain jand by dories from an American fishing 
«hooner, and these carried the first news of 
the disaster to Liverpool. Nova Scotia pas- 
scngers who arrived here this afternoon trav- 
elec by teams all last night, and all day today.

POISON IN THE BUNS. 


Philadelphia Bakers Use Chro- 
mate of Lead 


TO GIVE THEIR BREAD A NICE COLOR. 


Inquest on the Bodies of Children Who 
Have Died from Eating the Tempt- 
ing Sweetmeats. 


PRILADELPHIA, July 11.—Coroner Ash- 
beside this afternoon began an inquest before 
a special jury in regard to ‘the deaths in the 
families of Louis Diebel and George Palmer, 
as is supposed from eating poisoned tea buns 
made by Palmer, who is a baker. The in- 
quest was held upon two.children of each 
family. There was no difticulty in proving a 
liberal use of Baker’Palmer’s goods. -He him- 
self, on the stand, testified to using chromate 
of lead in several of his products. He stated 
that since May 10th, 1884, six deaths had oc- 
eurred in his family. -He first commenced the 
use of chromo yellow about’ five years ago. He 
heard that other bakers used it. He bought it 
from a dealer in baker’s supplies. He used it 
in cinnamon buns, doughnuts, Dutch cake and 

a buns. 

The salesman from whom witness bought 
the chromate said other bakers used it. He 
would buy two pounds at a time. His practice 
was to dissolve the chromate ina half pint of 
water, and then take a tablespoon full and put 
it in the dough. 

The cheniist who analyzed portions of the 
bodies of the dead children, testified to discov- 
ering proof of lead poison. The verdict was 
that the deaths of the four pcrsons were un- 
doubtedly dne'to clromic lead poisoning, and 
that the poisoning ,resulted from the use of 
chromate of lead as colcring matter in buns and 
other breadstuffs ; also that the use by bakers of 
chromate of lead was, infgeneral, the result of 
ignoranee, but that severe censure was due 
August Zuppelius, who circulates receipts eon- 
taining chromate of lead, knowing that it was 
a mineral and deteriorious substance, and that 
Aschenback & Miller and George W. . Millett, 
who have been guilty of such carelessness in 
furnishing bakers with this substance, know- 
ing that it was to be used in food, should like- 
wise be subject to severe censure. Baker Pal- 
mer was held in $20,600 bail to await the action 
of the grand jury. 


HUNG FROM A BRIDGE, 


A Verdict Californians Would Not Accept, 
and a Heathen is Hung by a Mob. 

Cortusa, Cal, duly 11.—At about 12:30 
o’¢lock yesterday morning, Hong Di, a Chinese 
domestic, who murdered Mrs. Billiou at St. 
John sometime ago, was taken from jail and 
hanged by amob. The murderer had been on 
trial fer several days and a verdict of guilty re- 
turned Saturday, the jury fixing punishment 
at imprisonment. for life. 

Mis. Biltiou, her two daughters and William 
Weaver, the head servant man, were sitting at 
supper, when the door of the diningroom was 
thrown open by Hong Di, the cook, who level- 
ed. a Winchester rifle at Weaver and shot him 
through the shoulder. He fell on the floor, 
and the second shot went through Mrs. Bil- 
liou’s head, killing her instantly. Both daugh- 
ters fled to an adjoinmg room and escaped 
uninjured. The Chinaman fled, and Weaver 
managed to get on his feet and locked the 
door. No‘trace of the murderer could be seen 
for nearly a week, when he was found on the 
bank of Sacramento river, nearly starved to 
death. The cireumstances of the assassination 
were still fresh in the mind of everyone, and 
on hearing the verdiet the crowd became exas- 
perated. The judge refused to accept the 
decision of the jury and a wild scene at once 
began. Almost every man present was armed 
and in an instant a hundred pistols were drawn 
amid eries of ‘‘Lyneh him!” 

The sheriff jumped to his feet and quicted 
the crowd long enough to say that while he 
disapproved ofthe verdict, he hoped no blood 
would be shed in-court. The:crowd left the 
courtroom, and the prisoner wWwas_ re- 
moved to jail. Soon an effort 
was being made to lynch the Chinaman 
and while the sheriff and ‘his charge were in- 
side, a large and determined mob was forming 
outside the jail. All. day long crowds kept on 
the street, but noeffort was made to get at the 
prisoner until near midnight. At that tume 
the town was alive with strangers from sur- 
rounding places, including the captain of .the 
steamer and twenty of his crew. Citizens 
were posted at all avennes of escape, and about 
12:30 o’clock a break was made for the jail. 
Guards had been posted by the sheriff, but as 
they were in sympathy with those on the out- 
side, little resistance was made. Ina few mo- 
ments theassassin was in the avengers’ hands. 
Weaver, the man whom ‘he had shot first, was 
present with a rope in hand. 

The prisoner was at onee dragged out and 
conveyed to a bridge, shtieking and screaming 
in terror. ‘His .cries were addressed to deaf 
ears, however. A rope was put around his 
neck, despite his desperate struggles, a dozen 
raising him in their arms and he was tossed 
over the parapet. The wretched being swas 
probably half dead when thrown over. He 
struggled feebly afew minutes, and then the 
assassin of Mrs. Billion swung quictly. Shortly 
afterward the body was cut down by order of 
the sheriff and carried to jail.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 11.—[{Special.]— 
Miss D). Cabal and Miss Fannie Battle brought 
a, damage suit against F. S. Harris upon alleg- 
ed false representations made as to real estate 
purchased during the boom. The complain- 
ants are school teachers, to whom. Harris is an 
old acquaintance. During February he took 
them to see two lots which he owned on Wet- 
more avenue, outside of the corporate limits. 
No street or avenue was then visible, but re- 
lying on his representation that they fronted 
on an avenne 100 feet wide, though not then 
laid off, the lots were purchased. While look- 
ing at his lots he pointed out four other lots, 
saying that they could be purchased from the 
owner, one Roberts. Complainants requested 
him to learn the lowest price at whieh they 
could be purchased.

STRIKE ON THE ELEVATED. 


Engineers and Firémen on ‘the Brook lyn! 

‘ Line Quit Work, | 

New Yor«, July 11.—At four o’clock this 
afternoon, engineers and firemen on the: 
Brooklyn elevated railroad struck and traffic’ 
onthe line was wholly suspended. Later, 
few trains were run by some of the higher 
Oficials in the engineering department of the 
road. It seems that trouble has been brewing 
between the engineers.and the management 
for some time. This morning nine ongineers 
were discharged, and the brotherhood of 
engineers at once appointed a committee to 
wait on the management and demand that the 
discharged employes be reinstated, pending ar- 
bitration. This was refused. Vhe Brother- 
hood then ordered the men to tie up at 4 
o'clock. This was done, the men obeying toa 
man. Chief Arthur, of the National Brother- 
hood, has been telegraphed for, and will come 
on at once to take charve of the strike. It is 
rumored that the discharge of the nine men 
was owing to a desire for economy, which the 
ow and firemen would not concede to be 
just. 


STILL DETERMINED, 


Trouble in the Coke Regions Not Yet Over— 
The Miners’ Meeting. 

PittspurG, July 11.—A Uniontown, Pa., 
special says that meetings held by the striking 
cokers throughout the region during the last 
forty-eight hours indicate. that they are still 
determined to stand out foran advance. Out 
of 500 votes at West Leisenring, only twenty 
favored resumption at. the old wages. The 
operators are not feeling es jubilant as on 
I eiay, but they are firm and assert that if 
work is not resumed this week by the strikers, 
other men will be put to work and additional 
Pinkerton men brought into the region. 

The miners’ district assembly of Knights of 
Labor is holding a convention, which will be 
in session several days. At today’s meeting 
resolutions were passed denouncing the impor- 
tation of armed forces, and calling upen Gov- 
ernor Beaver to remove the Pinkerton men 
from the region, as their presence reflects on 
the coke workers’ loyalty to good government ; 
is a menace to their homes, and an insult to 
their patriotism. They also tendered their 
services to the sheriff and local authorities to 
preserve and maintain good order.

Leather Men’s Scheme. 

Newark, N.J., July 11.—After the thir 
teenth of this month, twenty-seven of the 
leather manufacturers of this city will stop 
working in hides. The reason for this action, 
by the executive committee of the leather 
manufacturers association, of New Jersey, is 
that there is toomuch leather made up. On 
the other hand, itis understood that it is a 
fight against the Knights of Labor, and when 
work is resumed it will be with  non- 
union, men. 


Heavy Bonds for Rioters. 
RocurstsEr, N. Y., July 11.—Police Justice 
Keeler today held fifteen of the men who at- 
tacked the laborers on Gorham and Goodman 
streets to await the action of the grand 
jury. Among them were Amory 
Rothke and John Kleck, master and secretary 
of the laborers’ assembly, Kntghts’ of Labor.

dington, is most convincing proof of the °

There is no doubt that moreover the cabinet

THE LAND BILL. . 


Balfour’s Remarks on Moving its 8econd 
Reading. 

Lonpon, July 11.—In the house of commons 
this evening Sir James Ferguson, parliamen- 
tary secretary to the foreign office, stated that 
the missions of Sir;Henry Drummond Wolff, 
envoy extraordinary to the sultan of Turkey, 
would be prolonged two days. The total cost 
of the mission, it was expected, would be'£27,- 


Sir Henry Thurston Holland, secretary of 
the state for the colonies, being questioned by 
the opposition, said that a difficulty had arisen 
between the natives of Methlanaptla and the 
government of British Columbia. These In- 
dians had made overtures tothe government 
at Washington to settle them in Alaska, but 
the dominion government were advised that 
no encouragement was given the Indians by 
the United States government. The govern- 
ment, said Sir Henry, was entirely responsible, 
and he wouid not be justified in pressing any 
particular policy. 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, in 
inoving the second reading of the lLrish land 
bill, said that the government did not offer the 
measure as proposing any definite sejtlement 
of the land question. Itwas merely an amend- 
atory bill—one being to remedy the injustices 
which experience had shown arose under the 
acts of parliament of 1870 and 1871. It brought 
leaseholders under the acts of 1881, thus com- 
pleting the work of Mr. Gladstone. The pro- 
posed new clauses, which deal with the pur- 
chase of land, are in accordance with the 
clauses of the land act suggested by John 
Bright in 1870. 

In regard to evictions, Mr. Balfour ex- 
plained, it was proposed to substitute a written 
notice for a writ of execution of ejectment 
and to allow the tenant, by means of the 
bankruptcy act, toobtain a stay of execution, 
while at the same time spreading the liability 
of the tenant over an indefiuite period. Strong 
objections, he supposed, awaited the bank- 
ruptey clauses, but in no civilized country 
could a debtor eseape his liability by any 
other process tlian by the payment of his debts. 

The speech of Mr. Balfour tonight on the 
Irish land bill was throughout both weak and 
apologetic. It left the impression that he was 
ready toaeceptany amendment, provided it 
came in the forms of a new bill, and its accept- 
ance was not calcuiated to give a shock to the 
country, nor to cause any further defeat or de- 
moralization of the conservatives. 


Weak Stock Markets, 

Lonpox, July 11.--On the stock exchange 
today, foreign securities are fat. Russiansare 
especially affected and have fallen two per 
cent. This is due to articles in the Berlin press 
disfayoring imvestment in Russian stocks. 
Other markets are fiat in sympathy with for- 
eign securities, and especially is this the case 
with home railroads. Dispatches from Berlin 
and Paris report weak markets in both cities.

“I belonged to the engineer corps that sur- 
veyed the route for the Northern Pacific rail- 
road,’ said Amos R. N. Smith, now of Jersey 
City, “and one day, while seeking a little 
recreation, I was agvitness of a scene in wild 
western life which T have no doubt there are 
plenty of people would travel farto see if it 
could only be reproduced, but which I wouldn't 
be a spectator of again for a good many round 


gold dollars. 

“T left our camp at Young Men’s Buttes one 
day in July to try my luck at trout fishing in 
the head waters of Big Heart river, a sma!l 
stream five miles from camp. The weather 
had been hot and dry for some time, and when 
I got over to the river I found the head waters 
were not much better than dry land, all the 
moisture I could find being little puddles here 
and there in the bed. The only water likely to 
be found in that quarter with fish in it was the 
Big Cannon Ball river, and that was twenty 
miles away, so I concluded that the best thing 
for me to do would be to march right back to 
camp. There was a heavy thicket along the 
north bank of the stream, some distance above 
where I came outomthe dry bed, and a few 
cottonwood trees standing maybe a hundred 
yards back from the bank. As I turned to re- 
trace my steps I saw a small herd of wild cat- 
tle standing off to my right. Among them was 
a young bull, anda more splendid specimen 
of an animal I never saw. He and the rest of 
the cattle were eying me with suspicious curi- 
osity. Ididn’t like the appearance of the 
bull, for he had ‘a way of lowering his head, 
throwing dirt with his fore feet, and uttering 
an ominous sort of bellow that seemed threat- 
ening. I turned and walked away, moving to- 
ward the cottonwood trees. I looked back over 
my shoulder, and saw the bull coming along 
after me. I increased my speed, and so did he, 
until I was running my fastest and the bull 
was doing his best behind me. I can’t say ex- 
actly how it was done, but it wasn’t many sec- 
onds before I found myself in one of these cot- 
tonwood trees, out of reach of the bull, who 
was immediately under the tree, pawing dirt 
and acting very mad. I shall always believe 
that I was hoisted into that tree by the bull, 
although I had no evidence to show for it. 

“The bull pawed and grumbled in under the 
tree for a few minutes, and then turned and 
walked toward the thicket, on the creek side of 
which there was no water hole, The other 
cattle went quietly to grazing where | had first 
seen them. : 

“IT suppose the bull started toward the 
thicket to get a drink at the water hole, but he 
never got the drink.: I saw him push his way 
into the thicket, and the next instant I could 
see that he had got into trouble of some kind, 
and that trouble proved to be a grizzly bear. 
A tierce struggle followed in the thicket. The 
tops of the bushes swayed to and fro,and I could 
hear the heavy crash of driftwood as the two 
powerful animals writhed in fierce embrace. 
A cloud ef dust rolled up from the spot. It 
was not distant over 100 yards from the tree in 
which I had taken refuge. Scarcely two min- 
utes elapsed before the bull broke throngh the 
bushes. His head was covered with blood, and 
great flakes of flesh hung from his fore shoul- 
ders. But instead of showing any signs of de- 
feat he seemed literally to glow with defiant 
rage. Instinct had simply prompted him in his 
retreat to seek an open space. He was lithe 
and wiry, yet wonderfully massive about the 
shoulders, combining the rarest qualities of 
strength and symmetry. Fora moment he 
stood glaring atthe bushes he had retreated 
from, his nostrils distended and his whole form 
fixedand rigid, But scarcely had I time to 
note all this when the bear, a huge, repulsive 
looking brute, broke through the opening. He 
was the most formidable specimen of his kind 
I had ever saen, and my sympathies were at 
once with the bull in spite of his belligerent at- 
titude towards me a few minutes before, but I 
had my serious doubts about the final result of 
the combat that began at once. 

“That combat was a trial of brute force that 
no words of mine are adequate to describe. 
When the bear made lis appearance out of the 
thicket the bull did not wait for his contest- 
ant’s charge, but, lowering his great head to 
the ground, he rushed madly upon the bear. 
The latter seemed to appreciate the abilities of 
the bull, andjsummoned all the wariness of his 
nature to his aid. He waited until the bull 
was almost upon him, and then sprang aside 
with marvellous quickness, seized his assail- 
ant’s horns in his powerful grasp, and pressed 
his head down against the ground by his great 
strength and the weight of his ernomous body, 
biting at the bull’s nose and tearing the flesh 
from his neck and shoulders with his long 
sharp claws.

The blood poured fromm the bull's nostrils in 
great stregips, but the bear had as yet received 
no apparent Injury. 

“Presentiy both animals paused in their 
desperate struggle, as each was blown and 
rapidly approaching exhaustion. The bear 
did net relax his hold he had obtained on his 
contestant. As yet during the fight meither 
aninial had uttered a sound, except their loud 
and labored breathing. The cessation in the 
struggle had probably been of ten minutes’ 
duration, when suddenly the bull made one 
desperate lunge, broke the motionless but ter- 
rible embrace, hurled the bear from off his 
head, and backed away probably ten paces. 
The bear lifted his huge form on his haunches. 
and stood ready for the next assault. The 
herd of cattle had by this time gathered in 
from the plain and surrounded the combatants, 
moaning and bellowing and pawing up the 
ground but maintaining a terrified neutrality. 
From my position in the tree ] watched the ex- 
citing scene with breathless interest. 

“The bull cid not remain at rest a moment 
after backing away for a new charge, but, ren- 
dered furious by his wounds, he gathered al] 
his energies, and with an unearthly cry rushed 
with impetuous foree and ferocity. upon the 
bear. ‘The latter attempted to use the tactics 
that had served him so well at the first on- 
slaught, but the second charge of the bull was 
irresistible, in spite of the bear’s territic blows 
with his paws, and the grizzly went down in 
the dust before his crazed antagonist, and 
vainly tried to defend himself. The bull 
thrust his horns under the bear, caught him 
in the belly with one of his sharp weapons, 
aud with one furious sweep of his head tore 
the grizzly open until his entrails protruded. 
Then the grizzly rose to his feet, and with a 
roar that made my blood run cold closed with 
his terrible enemy, and for a long time the 
two fought, their cries and the cries of the 
surrounding cattle being frightful to listen to. 

“While the fight was going on two great 
eagles appeared from some iysterious aerie 
and sailed and cireled above the scene of the 
conflict, leisurely and gradually dropping 
nearer to the earth. Almost simultaneousiy 
with the appearance of the eagles I saw the 

-heads of half a dozen hungry wolves emerge 
from the bushes where the fight had begun. I 
knew that the battle must soon end, and that 
the eagles and the wolves had scented the con- 
test from afar, and knew by theirinfallible in- 
Sstinct that it must resultin choice prey for 
them. The presence of these hungry birds 
and beasts of prey added to the terror of the 
bloody conflict. 


‘The terrible fight continued. The ground 
was torn up and covered with blood for many 
feet arouud. Both animais were grievously 
| wounded. Itwas plain that neither could 
_hold- cut much longer. Maimed and gory, 
| they fonght with the certainty of death, the 
| bear rolling over and over in the dust, vainly 
| trying to avoid the fatal horns of his adversary, 

and the bull ripping, thrusting, and tearing 

the grizzly with irresistible ferocity. At last, 
sif determined to end the conflict, the bull 

dvew > back, lowercd his head, aud made a 

third terrific charge, but, blinded by the 

streams of blood that poured down his facc, he 
| missed his mark, steambled and rolled head- 
long on the ground. In spite of his frightful 
injuries and grcat exhaustion, the bear turned 
ney and sprang upyn his prostrate enemy, 
; He ecemed to have been saddenly imvigor-

ated by this. turn of the battle in his 


favor. With merciless sweeps of his 
huge claws he tore the flesh in at masses 
from the bull's wp-turned side. The advan 

the béar thus obtained over the bull seemed to 
be understood by the herd, and the bellowing 
increased, dirt was thrown about fn clonds, an: 

one big cow drew near the struggling animals, 
and I believed for a moment that she intended 


to go to the aid of the herd’s prostrate leader, « 


so fierce was her aspect and actions: but she 
simply circled around the bear and the bull, 
bellowing and pawing. Inthe meantime both 
the eagles and the wolves grew impatient of 
the delay in the battl®§ ending. The former 
would now and then swoop down, asif to hurry 
up the finish, uttering harsh cries, and some 
waiting wolf would steal from his covert and 
make a closer and more courageous roconnois- 
ance, snapping and snarling in apparent dis- 
appointment. 

‘The bull and bear rolled over and over in 
the terrible death struggle. pe was now 
to be seen but a heaving, gory mass dimly per- 
ceptible through the dust. As to weight, the 
two fierce and determined brutes must have 
been about equally matched. The bear had 
the advantage of greater agility and the expert 
and telling use of two terrible weapons, his 
teeth and claws—while the bull represented 
more inflexible courage and greater powers of 
endurance. The unfortunate result of the 
bull’s last charge on the grizzly indicated that

“Well, are you on the list?” asked Vaanado.

Barrett. 

Then, I’ll knock you on the list,’* said Var- 
nado, as he threw a heavy stone at Mr. Bar- 
rett. 

The stone whizzed through the air towards 
Mr. Barrett.

SO SAYS CAPTAIN JAMES W. ENGLISH. 


Patrolman Hagerman Suspended for Not 
Arresting a Man Who Insulted a 
Lady Last Saturday. 


“Ladies must be protected in Atlanta, and 
as long as I. have a voice in controlling the 
police department of the city Ishall hold 
every ofticer strictly to account for permitting 
aman, whether rich ér poor, high or tow, to in- 
sult a lady—it matters not how humble she 
may be,” said Commissioner |English, ¢hair- 
man of the board, during a session of the po- 
lice commission last night. 

The chairman's tribute to the ladies was pro- 
voked by the evidence adduced upon the trial 
of a meniber of the police force. 

The policeman on trial was J. M. Hagerman, 
one of the new men. He wes charged with 
neglect of duty, and the specification in the 
charge asserted that he neglected to ar- 
resta man who had grossly insulted a lady. 
The. lady was Mrs. Mellie Duffy, who resides 
on Yenge street, and she, withJ.M. Smith, 
werethe only witmesses against the accused. 
On last Saturday morning Mrs. ‘Duffy had 
been up town, and about nine o’clock . reached 
her home. As she wasin the act of opening 
the gateaman sitting upon a load of wood 
spoke.to her, using 1 

VERY OFFENSIVE LANGUAGE. 

The lady paid no attention to the remark 
and the man repeated it. ‘A third repetition 
aroused the lady’s anger and wheeling around 
she remarked : 

“T’ll seeif alady can have proteetion in 
Atlanta. 1’i) just go for a policeman and have 
you arrested.”’ 

Mrs..Dufty hurricd down Youge street to 
Wheat, where she encountered a policeman 
to whom she related her grievance. The offi- 
cer heard the lady’s story and then began 
searching forthe man, but gave only a few 
minutes to the search as he was en .route to 
Ponce de Leon Sptings, where he was on duty. 
After the officer left Mrs. Duffy, she continned 


and, failing to find one, recounted to Mr.J.M. 
Smith, whom she knew, what had 
transpired, asking him to findan officer. Mr. 
Smith knew the man to whom Mrs. Duffy re- 
ferred as Fayette Morgan, and seon after the 


lHiagerman. While Mr. Smith was talking tothe 
patrolman, Morgan drove out of Hilliard street 
into Wheat streetand to him the policemen 
went. The man on the wood wagon and the 
oificer conversed a few minutes and then the 
ollicer started into the eity but 
FAILED TO MAKE A CASE 

against the wood hauler. That was on Satur- 
day about tine er 9:15 in the morning and late 
that afternoon Mr. Duffy, the lady’s father ap- 
peared at police headquarters having in his 
hand an adiidayit. ‘The papers had been 
drawn by Judge Tanner. and signed in. his 
présence. It set forth the facts cited here- 
with and handing it to Chief Connolly, Mr. 
Iktffiy asked that a case be made against the 
officer fer nezleet of duty: 


Lhe charges: were duly: made, and when 
Mys.. Duffy and Mr. Smith were placed on the 
Witness stand last night they sustained, as far 
as their testimony was concerned, the charges. 
Mrs. Duffy’s testimony was given in a candid, 
clear manner. After reeitinge the circum- 
stances and repeating the language used, she 
said in peply to-questions: 

‘No, L did not see this officer. I told Mr. 
Smith what had transpired and he. saw the 
ofiicer—the one sitting there—Mr. Hagerman.”’ 

‘Was the man in sight when you saw the 
other officer—the one going out to the spring?” 
asked Chairman English. 

“No. sir. After the man had made the re- 
mark the last time I went-into the honse, 
changed my dress and then started 
out. In that time he had disappeared.’’ 

Mr. Simith related in detail the conversation 
which had taken place between him and the 
lady when she first approached him.

“Will you let me ask Mr. Hagerman a ques- 
tion, please ?’’ . 

“Certainly,” answered Chairman English. 

“Do you think, Mr. Hagerman,” she asked 
in 2 cold hard, voice,hor eyes suapping and her 
lips Wenmibling, “‘that. ygu can reflect on my 
character ?’’ 

“Mr. Hagerman is not on the stand,” re-

A. DAUS SENTENCED TO THE ROCK PILE 


—_ 


But a Pardon Intervenes and He ts Saved 
the Trip to the Stockade—Judge 
Andersen as a Kefermer. 


-udge Andomon appears determined to 
make Christians out of the wineroom men,and 
began a revival. yesterday, by sentencing two 
nerve “tonic’ dispensers ‘to the rockpile for 
twenty-five days each, in addition to imposing 
a fine ef forty dollars. 

The twomen were A. Daus, proprietor of 
the wineroom, at No. 7°E. Alabama street 
and H. Woolfork, a eolored employe. 

‘The oases egainst Mr. Daus and Woolfork 
were made on the fourth instant, but the 
offense charged was committed on the 
night ef June thirtieth. On that night Julian - 
Varnado, William Meffratl:, “Sharpes’’ Con- 
nally and W. N. O’Sbields, were having a lit- 
tle fun, and out of the fun the case grew. 

When the cases were called in police court, 
the room was packed. Men of both colors 
were present, so were a number of boys and 
negro women. 

The defendants were represented by Hon. 
Frank O’Bryan, while Judge Pendleton, assis- 
tant city attorney, put in appearance for the 
city. Julian Varnadoe was first placed upon 
the stand. He said that he, Contaliy, 
O’Shields and McGrath -went into Daus’s 
place and 

BOUGHT SOME RICE BEER. 
They were in the act of leaving when Steve 
Miller, a well known barber, came in. The 
young men met the darky nearthe door and 
to him Varnado saitt: 

“Steve, do you know where we can get 
some whisky?’ 

‘‘T ouess 1 do, as I am just going to get some 
myself,’ answered the negro. 

“Oan’t you get me abottle?”’ 
nado. 

‘‘T reekon so, if youn’il give me the money.’’ 

‘SHow much-will it cost ?”’ 

**A dollar.”’ 

Varnado handed the negro a dollar, and 
with his friends went out. The party 
stood up the sidewalk, and finally growing 
impatient at Miller’s long delay in coming 
out, Varnado remarked: 

‘Wait, boys, I'll goin and buy o cigar and 
see what he’s doing.’’ 

He stepped inside and boughta cigar, Mr. 
Daus waiting upon him. As he was buying 
a cigar he saw Woolfork wrapping a bottle, 
and turning around, walked outside. As he 
joined his friends he remarked : 

**T guess he’s coming now; I see them wrap- 
ping up a bottle.’’; 

In a few seconds Miller came out with a 
bottle in paper under his arm. .The entire 
party followed Miller across Alabama street 
into the back alley. ‘There the cork was drawn 
and in drawing ita knife blade was broken. 
After the eork was out they all drank from 
the bottle, the negro drinking first, 

IT WAS CORN LIQUOR. 

“Now, Mr. Varnado, what was in that bot- 
tle?’’ asked Judge Pendleton. 

“Corn liquor, sir.’’ 

‘Are you certain?” 

“Qh, yes, absolutely certain.’’ 

The other witnesses all swore to the same 
story, and with the case dead against the de- 
foridamts, Miller, the barber, was put on the 
stand. 

**Miller,’’ asked Mr. O’ Bryan, ‘‘were you in 
Mr. Daus’s wineroom on the night of the 
thirtieth of June ?’’ . 

‘*{ believe 1 was, sir.’’ 

“Did you buy any corn liquor in there for 
Mr. Varnedo?’’ 

‘No, sir. Now Lam on my oath and Iam 
going totell the truth. I never bought any 
whisky in there since Mr. Daus has had that 
place. I have drank rice beer.’’ 

“Youn never bought a bottle of liquor for 
those gentlemen that night ?”’ 

“No, sir, I did not.”’ 

“And you never went into the back alley 
and gave them the bottle?” 

‘*No, sir, I did not.”’ 

‘That'll do. Yon can comedowr,’’ said Mr. 
O'Bryan. 

“Hold on a minute, Steve,” said Judge 
Pentieton. “Didn't you tell me in my office 
that youn had bought the bottle there from one 
of these gentlemen, say ?”’ 

“Oh, 1 was talking then. 
oath.’’ 

“Steve, didn’t some one get you to sign a 
paper in this ease ?’’ 

“Yes, sir, and in that paper I told the truth, 
I said that [hadn’t bought any whisky there.” 

Judge’ Pendleton showed that Miller, when 
consulted before the case was made, had ad- 
mitted all that the three white witnesses 
swore. 

W oolfork made a statement denying that he 
had sold Miller whisky. 

‘Mr’ Varnado came in there,” said ho, ‘with 
a bottle half full of liqnuer and asked me to fill 
it. ‘I told him we didn’t séll liquor. Then he 
said that he got it there and that Steve did, 
and if I didn’tfill it‘he’d havea ease made 
avainst me. Just then Steve came in and I 
seid : 

‘* Steve, did you teli§this young man you 
bought a bottle of liquor here for them ?’ 

‘* “No, antl he lies if he says so,’ answered 
Steve.”’ 

Mr. O’Bryan opened the argument. He 
was brief. -He 

HAD A BAD CASE 
and he knew it. He simply tried to induce 
the court to think that it was not shown that 
the bottle of liquor which the boys got from 
the negro was bought at.Daus’s place. Judge 
Anderson took hold of the case by saying: 

‘*In the first place, let Steve “Miller give a 
$300 boud for perjury. Itis not safe to allow 
aman like-he is to.run at large on a good peo- 
ple. Ithink every one who has heard this 
testimony feels satisfied that he has not told 
the truth.’’ 

‘*‘Walk into the batk room, Steve,”’ said an 
officer, asevery eye in the courtroom turned 
upon the negro. 

“Now,”’ continned Jndge Anderson, “I 
don’t. think there is any doubt about the law 
having been violated. It appears strange to 
me that men persist in following this ‘illegal 
business when.so many legal channels are 
open. Mr.—Daus—has—been—here—before. 
—Let—edth—defendant—pay— a— fine — of — 
forty-—dollars—and—and—and—serve 

TWENTY-FIVE DAYS IN THE CHAINGANG, 
and give a $500 bond cach tothe city court’”’ 

There was a death-like silence as the judge 
finished the sentence. It lasted for a half 
minute when Mr. OBryan arese saying: 

‘‘Your honer, I don’t think we understand 
your sentence. Did yousay forty dollars or 
twenty-five days?’ 

‘‘No, sir, E said forty dollars and_twonty-five 
days’’ said the judge. 

Mr. Daus was sitting in achair beside his 
attorney.. As he neard the scneéence his chin 
dropped ypon his breast, and the . picture pxe- 
sented was a touching one. For aminute he 
remained motionless and then, together with 
Woolfork; followed the officer down stairs into 
the priston where he was locked, up. 

The news of the sentence flew rapidly and a 
creat many Of Mr. Daus’s friends called to see 

im. He was the first man of prominence in 
the business sentenced to tho dhateming, and 
around the case great jnterest hung. Bets 
were freely offered that he would not serve 
the sentence and there were no takers. Mr. 
O’ Bryan, together with several of Mr. Daus’s 
friends, called upon the mayor and asked 
for a pardon. The mayor, however‘ 
convinced the gentleman that he could not, 
under the law, grant a pardon without the rec- 
ommendation of Judge Anderson. Late in the 
day Mr. Daus’s friends held a conferetce, and 
then calling upon Judge Anderson, asiced him 
to recommend a pardon. Mr. Daus and Wool- 
fork agreed to make an affidavit never to yvio- 
late the law againand the judge made the rec- 
ommendation.
